W ashington, M arch 26.—The stirring 
scenes of the F ifty-first congress, when 
m em bers of the m inority were charging 
down the aisles protesting against the 
rulings of Speaker Reed, were recalled 
yesterday in the 
turbulent 
protests 
made by the m inority against a ruling 
of the chair during the consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill. 
The rul­ 
ing in effect compelled m em bers to con­ 
fine their rem arks under the five-m in­ 
ute rule to the subject before the house, 
and w'as m ade against H artm an (sil­ 
ver Rep.), who attem pted to m ake a 
political speech. 
The ruling was de- 
nouncod as a usurpation, and appeal 
after appeal w'as taken. 
W hen all else 
failed every expedient w as resorted to 
to block progress with the bill. 
As a 
result but four pages were disposed of. 
Fo m Mnkes a War Speooh. 
Before the bill was 
taken up for 
am endm ent, Foss (Rep.) of Illinois, u 
member of the naval committee, made 
a general .speech In advocacy of the 
policy of building up a strong and pow­ 
erful navy. Th*‘ eyes of the American 
people, he said, were fixed upon the 
American navy, the defender of the liv­ 
ing and the guardian of the honor of the 
dead. 
If an enieigonty wa.s upon us 
the American navy was ready to meet 
It. W ith glowing words he paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to the brilliant achieve­ 
m ents of our navy In the revolutionary 
war, the w ar of 1812 and the w ar of the 
rebellion, eulogizing the deeds of John 
Paul .Tones, Deeatur, 
Perry, Porter. 
F arrag u t and Dupont. 
llartmnn Htiiried the Itow. 
H artm an created the dlversl«)n which 
caused the blocking of buslne.ss during 
the rest of the day by delivering a five- 
m inute speech satirizing the Republi­ 
can party. When under cover of a sec­ 
ond pro form a am endm ent he attem pted 
to proceed Boutelle called him to order. 
He made the point th at H artm an’s 
rem arks 
w’ere not 
pertinent to the 
am endm ent. 
A 
lively 
parliam entary 
w rangle followed, when the chair sus­ 
tained the point of order. A fter the de­ 
bate on an appeal had run on for an 
hour Doutelle moved to close the deb(it..* 
on the appeal. Instantly a point of or­ 
der was m ade against lioutelle'a mo­ 
tion, which was overruled. 
P arty feel­ 
ing ran high. 
The vi»to was taken on 
Boutelle’s m otion to rlose debate on the 
appeal and can led—ill to 95. The vote 
then came upon the appeal from th^' 
decision of the ohalr and the chair was 
Hustalned—120 to 92.

The com­ 
pany is allowed tho privilege of putting 
down three switches on Tenth »treei, 
but no switches or turnouts are allowed 
on Main street.

LEQISLATURE DID NO BUSINESS 
YESTERDAY. 


Belief That the Oovernor*s Bill Does 
Not Touch the MichiKan Oen* 
tral Charter. 


Lansing, March 26.—The house ses­ 
sion lasted fifteen minutes yesterday. 
The representatives then adiourned till 
Monday afternoon. 
There is much 
speculation on the governor’s action in 
calling a special election in the Covell 
and Preston districts. 
Neither senator 
has resigned, nor has the senate de­ 
clared their seats vacant. 
Hence it is 
argued that there is no vacancy, as 
either can take his seat at any time he 
wishes to. If an exigency arises there 
is nothing to prevent their resigning 
their federal olllces and taking their 
seats with the understanding that they 
be rcap|K)lnted after the session. 
Under the special act governing 
special elections of legislators during a 
session, the district canvasscrs cannot 
meet to declare the result until Satur­ 
day, April n, and the new senators can­ 
not take their seats before the follow­ 
ing Monday, when the twenty day 
limit of the special session will be 
reached. This fact gives credence to 
the story that Coveruor Plngree ex­ 
pects that the senate will mutilate his 
bill or refuse to pass it in any shape 
and ha^, therefore, deteruiinetl to call 
anotiier special session as soon as this 
one ends. 
He figures that he will get 
emphatic endorsement at a special 
election, and that the senate will not 
dare to reject the new senators. 
There is some liguring as to the prob­ 
able attitude of the Pingree lieutenants 
if the republicans nominate enemies of 
the bill and the democrats name 
n*iends. 
The antis think that would 
put IMngree in a hole. Wesselius has 
suggested to the governor that he 
place a resolution endorsing the bill in 
the luinds of a school director of every 
district, 
to be considered on town 
meeting day, and thereby get the prac­ 
tical endorsement of tne entire state. 
Pred A. Baker discussed the Pingree 
bill before the committee. 
He advo­ 
cated that the governor ap|X)int a pro­ 
visional board of assessors until the 
board could be elected in November, 
and advised that tlie legislature ^x the 
rate of taxation every two years rather 
than delegate such power to the as­ 
sessors. 
The opinion is expressed that the 
bill does not reach the Michigan Cen­ 
tral so far as taxation goes as that road 
will rely on Its special charter. 
He de­ 
clared that there cannot be really In­ 
telligent and just railroad legislation 
in Michigan until that charter is re­ 
pealed. 
Ho thought that the repeal is 
the Iirst duty of 
the 
legislature, 
letting the courts decide what the 
compensation of the company shall be. 
He scouted the idea that the people 
will ever tax the roads out of existence, 
declaring that the “sovereign power” 
is always just.
